‘Comedian Took Girls to “House of the Green 
Blinds” Only to Trap Them, Latter Testifies 
—Justices Are Character Witnesses. 








NEW YORK, June 10.—Every seat in 
the courtroom was taken when the trial 
of Raymond Hitchcock, the comedian, 
was resumed today, and several jun- 
dred persons had been’ turned aw.iy. 
Mrs. Hitchcock arrived early, acco™- 
panied by Flora Whiston, one of the 
original complainants, but who con- 
fessed at a previous trial that she bad 
testified falsely when she accused 
Hitehcock. On her testimony that*cuse 
‘was dismissed. 

Herman H. Rupke, Mr. Hitchcock's 
valet, testified that Helen Von Hagen 
and Elsie Voecks were taken to their 
homes on the night of their first visit 
to the Hitchcock home in Great Neck. 
A few days later, the witness found the 
girls in Mr. Hitchcocx’s house again, 
and Mr. Hitchcock said he would send 
them back to New York. There were 
no trains going to the city that night 
and, by Mr. Hitchcock’s instructions, 
the valet gave them a room in the 
house and they were sent home the 
next morning. 

‘ Chanter Not at House. 

The valet said that no “Mr. Chanier” 
was at the Hitchcock home that night, 
although Helen Von Hagen had testi- 
fied that she met “William Chanler’”’ 
there. 

On Thursday night, while Hitchcock 
was playing at the Montauk Theater 
in Brooklyn, the two girls declared, they 
were taken to Great Neck in the act- 
or’s automobile. Rupke testified today 
that the automobile was damaged and 
that Mr. Hitchcock stopped at a hotel 
in New York Thursday night. Nupko 
said he was at the Great Nech heuse 
alone that night. 

Hid in “House With Green Blinds.” 

Rupke then was asked about the meet- 
ing of Hitchcock and the two girls*in 
the ‘house with the green blinds” in 
West Forty-first street. Rupke said he 
was hidden behind the portieres of the 
reom wile Hitchcock talked with the 
girls and heard ali that was said... The 
witness added: 

“Mir. Hitchcock told the two girls he 
had heard they had told some nasty 
stories about him and Mr. Chanler, and 
he wanted to know the truth about it. 
the girls denied ever having told any- 
thing of the: kina.” 
At this meeting the two girls allezed 
that Hitchcock attempted to attack El- 
sie Voecks. ‘The valet said nothing of 
the kind happened. 

Valet Unmoved Under Fire, 
He was then cross-examined by As- 
sistant District Attorney Garvan. 
Throughout Garvan’s cross-examina- 
tion, which at times. was a grilling one, 
Hitchcock's valet remained unmoved. 
He stuck to his story of his master’s 
movements and displayed an excellent 
memory for dates and places. 
Arthur Huntoon, night clerk of the 
Hotel Flanders, identified a hotel reg- 
ister which bore the signature of Hitch- 
‘cock on the night when he is alleged to 
have met the Voecks and Von Hagen 
girls outside the New Montauk Theater 
in Bpooklyn. 
Justice Olmsted of the Court of 8pe- 
cial Sessions testified that he had known 
Hitchcock 27 years_in New York. 
“] wilt vouch for his morality,” he 
said. 
An affidavit made by Helen von 
Hagen, absolving Hitchcock from any 
violence to her, was placed in evidence. 
Justice Peter A. Hendricks followed 
with evidencé-as to Hitchcock's char- 
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ness, was on the stand less than two 
minutes.

Vice-President. 





SISTER 
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Dispatches from Chicago, where the 
leading Republican politicians of the na- 
tion are busy at slate making, say that 
John Hays Hammond has a good chance 
to be nominated for the vice-presidency. 
This is welcome news to a large number 
of persons in St. Louis, who are well 
acquainted with him and hts wife. They 
often have visited here. 
Mrs. Caroline H. Hoyle, 4475 Forest 
Park boulevard, is a sister of Mrs. Ham- 
mond. 
“T should be greatly pleased, of course, 
if my ‘brother-in-law should become the 
Vice-President of this country, but I 
scarcely believe that he will, because he 
is.of a retiring disposition and neither 
he nor my sister cares for public life, 
and I know that if the vice-presidency 
goes to him it will be unsought,”’ said 
Mrs. Hoyle Wednesday. “I do not know 
much about politics, but it always has 
been my idea that those pffices go to 
persons who are anxious to get them 
and who work hard for them.” 

Four Children in Family. 
Mrs. Hammond is Mrs. Hoyle’s youns- 
est sister. She is 40 years old and has 
three sons and a daughter. The little 
girl, Natalie, is 4 years old and is al- 
most worshiped by her father. 
The woman, who may be the wife of a 
vice-president, was born in Mississippi. 
She was the daughter of Judge Harris 
cf Vicksburg. He was.an official of the 
Confederate Government in Richmond 
during the war. His brother, Gen. N 
H. Harris, was with Gen. Robert E. 
wee all through the war. 
‘The Harris family was wealthy be- 
ore the war, but, like the majority of 
-he aristocratic families of the South, 
nearly everything it possessed was sac- 
rificed for the lost cause. 
Mrs. Hammond visits her sister ‘in 
St. Louis nearly eVery year and is 
known here almost as well as she igs in 
New York. : 
As a mining engineer, John Hays 
Hammond is the greatest soldier of for- 
tune of modern times. He is paid nearly 
a million a year for professional advice. 
He knows more about. gold and where it 
is likely to be found than any other 
man im the world. In his quest for the 
precious metal he has traveled all over 
the world, from Siberia to South Afri- 
ca. He discovered King Solomon's 
mines in Africa and contributed largely 
to the wealth of Cecil Rhodes. 

Word Law to Investors. 
So ‘great is his knowledge of gold- 
bearing ore that he is able to pass un- 
erring judgment on mines without visit- 
ing them. His word is law to investors. 
If Hammond says ‘‘yes,” financial kings 
will spend millions for purchase or de- 
velopment. If he says “No,”’ investors 
wil not spend a cent. 
Hammond owns many gold mines and 
is very wealthy, but his tastes are dem- 
ocratic and he is unassuming. His most 
noted exploit, in a*political way, was the 
raid with Dr. Jamison on the Boer do- 
main, which resulted in his capture. 
After the Boers decreed death for them, 
they were pardoned. The raid was a 
part of Cecil Rhoades’ plan to gather 
the Boer Republic into the British fold.

~Which Knocked Qut Meas- 
ure Viewed as Benefit. 








Health Department Will Con- 
“fer With Counseler on the 
New Regulation. 





Health Commissioner Bond announced 
Wednesday that a mew ordinance pro- 
viding for the inspection of milk and 
the prosecution of purveyors of adul- 
terated milk will be prepared for in- 
troduction in the Municipal sar acenasain 
in the near future. 

Dr. Bond said the ordinance will be 
drafted by City Counselor Bates after 
suggestions by himself, Assistant Health 
Commissioner Winn and City Chemist 
Buckland, and will be designed to over- 
come the faults in the milk inspection 
law now ,in the city ordinances, de- 
clared invalid by the Supreme Court of 
Missouri Tuesday. 

Conflicts With Pure Food Law. 
The Supreme Court held the present 
ordinance invalid, because, in addition 
to other reasons, it is in conflict with 
the State pure food law of 1907. 

“Some good will come of the Supreme 
Court’s decision,’’ Dr. Bond declared, 
“because-it will give the city an op- 
pertunity to amend the code and place 
the jurisdiction over dairies and the 
prosecution of offending dairymen in the 
Sanitary Division of the Health Depart- 
ment. At present the City Chemist is 
cnarged with the responsibility of pros- 
ecuting dairymen.’”’ 

Formaldehyde to Be Fonght. 

Dr. Winn says the new ordinance will 
specify that in the prdsecution of dairy- 
men, it be shown that they have used 
deleterious substances in milk and used 
them, further, in quantities sufficient to 
impair health. He adds that formalde- 
hyde, boric acid and salicylic acid are 
the ‘“‘preservatives’*’ most frequently 
used by dairymen and that it is easy 
to show that these ingredients are in- 
jurious. 

It is the hope of the Health Depart- 
ment efficials to have the new ordinance 
passed during the present session of the 
Municipal Assembly.

A few hours after he had arrived at 
Champaign, Ill., to see his son gradu- 
ated, W.4S. Forman of East St. Louis, 
for three terms Representative in Con- 
gress from the old Righteenth [Illinois 
District and for four years Commission- 
er of Internal. Revenue under President 
Cleveland, died suddenly of heart dis- 
ease Wednesday morning. 

With his wife, Mr. Forman went to 
Champaign Monday to be present at the 
commencement exercises of the State 
University. 

His son, Hamilton, Mj Forman, was 
to have received a degree and delivered 
an oration Wednesday. 

The family stopped overnight at che 
Beards'ev Hotel, intending to comé* to 
East St. Louis Wednesday. 

Tuesday night Mr. Forman attended 
a reception to Wu Ting Fang. 








: Groans Rouse Wife. 
At 5 a. m. Mrs. Forman was awakened 
by groans. When she reached her hus- 
band’s side he was unconscious. Dr. 
Finch was unable to revive him. - He 
died without regaining consciousness. 
Mr. Forman had been prominent in 
Democratic politics for more than thirty 
years. Since leaving the Government 
service he had practiced law in East 
St. Louis. 
He was a brother of Hamilton A. For- 
man, president of the City Council of 
St. Louis; w. M. Forman, an East 8t. 
Louis real estate man, and Z. P. For- 
man, secretary ©f the §S8t. Louis Hay 
and Grain Co. 

Serves Three Terms in Congress. 
Mr. Forman was 61 years old. He 
was born in Natchez, Mfitss., and in 1852 
he moved with his parents to Nashville, 
Ill., where he lived many years. In 
1884 he was elected to the State Senate 
and four years later was sent to Con- 
gress from the EHighteenth District, de- 
feating Jehu Baker, the Republican 
nominee, by only 16 votes. He was re- 
elected {n 1890, defeating Cicero J. Lind- 
ly of Greenville, and was re-elected 
again in 1892, defeating W. A. North- 
cott, later Lieutenant-Gevernor of Illi- 
nois and now United States District At- 
torney. In 1896 Mr. Forman was the 
nominee of the Gold Standard Demo- 
cratic party for Governor. 

After his retirement from Congress 
Mr. Forman moved to East St. Louis 
and entered into a law partnership with 
the late Judge D. M. Browning, who 
died in January, 196. At the time of 
his — Mr. Forman was the law part- 
ner of L. O. Whitnel. 

Three Children 
gn, 1870 Mr. Forman married Miss 
Esther A. Tiebout of Trenton, Ill., who, 
with three children, survives him. The 
children are Miss Mary ~orman, Ham- 
ilton M. Forman, just graduated from 


the law department of the University 
of Illinois, and Charlies W. Forman, 
who was Mp ensign under Admiral Ww. 
S. Schley the battle of Santiago, and 
is now a iieutenant, retired on account 
of ill health.

Cirenit Court for the Western District 
of Virginia, held at Harrisonburg, Va., 
on the 2d inst., Judge McDowell handed 
down a decree in the case of Walter 
Baker_& Co., Ltd., vs. W. H. Baker of 
Winchester, Va. 

It was claimed that W. H. Baker of 
Winchester, by his name and labels, 
sought to imitate the goods of Walter 
Baker & Co., Ltd., as ‘“‘Baker’s Choco- 
late,”” or a kind of “Baker's Chocolate.”’ 

By earlier decrees in this case W. H. 
Baker of Winchester was forbidden to 
label or describe his goods as ‘‘Raker's 
Cocoa,” or ‘“Baker’s Chocolate,” ‘and 
was required to print prominent on the 
face of every package the statement 
“W. H. Baker is distinct from the old 
chocolate manufactory of Walter Baker 
& Co.”" The matter was then referred to 
the Master to determine.the amount 
which Walter Baker & Co., Lt@, were 
entitled to recover by reason of the in- 
fringement. The Master assessed this 
amount at $52,460.94.

FTER the ending of the Civil 
War the work of constructing 
transcontinental railway lines was 

pushed with the utmost vigor. These 
supplied cheap and indispensable, but 
hitherto wholly lacking, means of trans- 
portation to the hunters; and at the 
same time the demand for buffalo robes 
and hides became very great, while 
the enormous numbers of the beasts, and 
the comparative ease with which they 
were slaughtered attracted throngs of 
adventurers. 

The result was such a slaughter of big 
game as the world had never before 
geen; never before were so many large 
animals of one species destroyed in so 
short a time. Several million buffaloes 
were slain. In fifteen years from‘ the 
time the destruction fairly began the 
great herds were exterminated. In all 
probability there are now, all told, 500 
head of wild buffaloes on the American 
continent; and no herd of 100 individuals 
has been in existence since 1884. 


600 Sq. Miles of Bison. 


In 1862 Mr. Clarence King, while riding 
aisng the overland trail through West- 
ern Kansas passed through a great herd 
of buffalo, and was himself injured in 
an encounter with a bull. The great 
herd was then passing north, and Mr. 
King reckoned that it must have cov- 
ered an area nearly seventy miles by 
tuirty in extent; the figures represent- 
ing his rough guess, made after travel- 
ing through the herd crosswise, and 
upon knowing how long it took to pass a 
given point going northward. This great 
herd, of course, was not a solid mass 
of buffaloes; it consisted of innumer- 
able bands of every size, dotting the 
prairie within the limits given. 

Mr. King was mounted on a somewhat 
unmanageable horse. One one occasion 
in following a band he wounded a large 
bull, and became so wedged in by the 
maddened animals that he was unable 
to avoid the charge of the bull, which 
was at its last gasp. Coming straight 
toward him, it leaped into the air and 
struck the afterpart of the saddle full 
with its massive forhead. The se 
was hurled to the ground with a broken 
back and King’s leg was likewise brok- 
en, while the bull turned a complete 
gomersault over them and never rose 
again. 

In the tall of 1889 I heard that a very 
few bison were still left around the 
head of Wisdom River.-. Thither I went 
and hunted faithfully; there was plenty 
of game of other kind, but of bison 
not a trace did we see. Nevertheless 
a few days later that same year I came 
across these great wild cattle at a time 
when I had no idea of meeting them. 


The Story of a Hunt. 


It was, as nearly as we could tell, 
in Idaho, just south of the Montana 
boundary line, and some 25 miles west 
of the line of Wyoming. We were 
camped high among the mountains, with 





a small pack train. On the day in ques- 
tion we had gone out to find moose, 
but had seen no sign of them, and had 
then begun to climb over the higher 
peaks with an idea of getting sheep. 
The old hunter who was with me was, 
very fortunately, suffering from rheu- 
matism, and he therefore carried a long 
staff instead of his rifle; I say fortu- 
nately, for if he had carried his rifle 
it would have been impossible to stop 
his firing at such garhe as bison, nor 
would he have spared the cows and 
calves. 

About the middle of the afternoon we 
crossed a low, rocky ridge, above tim- 
ber line, and saw at our feet a basin 
or round valley of singular beauty. Its 
walls were formed by steep mountains. 
At its uper end lay a small lake, bor- 
dered on one side by a meadow of 
emerald green. The lake’s other side 
marked the edge of the frowning pine 
forest which filled the rest of the val- 
ley, and hung high on the sides of the 
gorge which formed its outlet. Be- 
yond the lake the ground rose in a 
pass evidently much frequented by game 
in bygone days, their trails lying along 
it in thick zigzags, each gradually fad- 
ing out after a few hundred yards, and 
then starting again in a little different 
place, as game trails so often seem to 
do, 

We bent our steps toward these trails, 
and no sooner had we reached the first 
than the old hunter bent over it with 
a sharp exclamation of wonder. There 
in the dust were the unmistakable hoof- 
marks of a small band of bison, appar- 
ently but a few hours old. They were 
headed toward the lake. There had 
been a half dozen animals in the party;
